University Salaries 

Reduced by Trustees 

The trustees of the University of 
Illinois have announced a 10 per cent 
cut In Ita salary scale after very serl- 
oua consideration. 

It la n well known fact that sniarica 
of teachers In all flelds, both elemen- 
tary, schools and imlverflltles. lagged 
behind the Increased Incomes In other 
nelda during the period of prosperity. 
Sahirles In state universities did not 
attain the comparative purchasing 
power which they had In ini3 until 
1031. During these 17 years tho pur- 
chasing power of the faculties of state 
supported colleges and universities In 
the United States was actually less 
comparatively than It was In lOia 

By Its Inability to paysalnrlcs cor- 
responding to those paid In other In- 
stitutions, the University aulTered the 
loss of many valuable men. particu- 
larly durlntr tho period 19)9 to 1925. 
in recent yeara salaries at the Unl- 
veraliy of Iltlnols bnve been brought 
",.f P?'"' whore thej^ wore on a par 
with those paid at tho Kreai majority 
of other state unlversltloa and col- 
leijea. Many of the older endowed In- 
stitutions, however, continue to pay 
aulnrlos hlehor than those at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and very few of 
theie Institutions have to this dats 
made any decrense In their salary 
scales. The University of Illinois must 
compote with such Institutions. A uni- 
versity faculty cannot be recruited In 
a few days. Such a process Is a mat- 
tor of yeara and to maintain Ita edu- 
cational atandlnff, ■ university cannot 
afford to run the risk of loalnff a 
faculty that It has spent years In 
brlniflna tosether. 

Salaries In tho University cannot be 
compared wllh salaries In other state 
departments or In public schools or In 
other flelds of activity. They must be 
compared only with salaries In other 
unlvorsltles of similar slandlne. Sue* 
Is the market In which the Unh-erslty 
must compete for- Ita staff. 

The 10% salary reduction. It Is be- 
lieved, will not KroQtIy Jeopardise the 
Interests of the. Institution In maintain- 
.*-?*■ '■cultr In relation to tho other 
leading universities of the country. 
However, any further readjustment 
would throw the University entirely 
out of balance. with the aeneral situa- 
tion and would be dangerous If not 
dlsftstroua. In addition to a reduction 
in salaries, every possible economy has 
been made In expense other than sal- 
aries, subject only to the maintenance 
or a suitable educational standard. 



When the public turns to economy, 
It begins to see a higher value In the 
resonrch and Investlgntlonnl work 
such ns Is being conducted by the 
experiment station of the University 
of Illinois. College of Agriculture, says 
Director 11. W. Mumford. The record 
of that work Is full of results which 
have reduced , losses and wnates, pro- 
duced the same output with less labor 
and money, paved tlie way to the pro- 
duction of higher qunllty cropa, led 
to the development of more elllclent 
marketing and overcome some of the 
risks of farming, thereby bcnenting 
both the fnrtner and tho consumer. 
Such results are the essence of 
economy. 

For example, there Is now n loss of 
more than $10,000,000 annually os a 
result of damage to poriahnblea dur- 
ing shipment food producers and 
food users are the ones wlio eventunl- 
ly pny this hill. Damaged shlpmenta 
have been Inspected and atudlcd In 
freight yarda and produce terminals. 
Such studies by Investigators of the 
Illinois experiment station have yield- 
ed Buggestlons which If adopted coun- 
trywide would reduce tlie loss by half, 
with consequent anvlnga to the farmer 
and to the consumer. 

The live stock Induatry of the stale, 
which a few yeara ngo waa bringing 
farmers a gross Income of t.^'MJ.OOO,- 
000. fumlshea another example. Bang'a 
disease, a contagious malady which 
causes tho premature birth of calves 
and leads to other losses, is taklnv ■ 

}riL°i.r?"'L°"i °' ''*'"«" annually 
from cattle herd owners of the state. 
By means of research and Investlcs- 
tlon. a simple and practical plan hss 
been worked out for controlling this 
malady throuich blood testing of the 
cows and sanitary mnniisement of the 
herd, thereby msklnff it possible to re- 
build healthy herds at a minimum cost. 
Workinr through quallHed veterlno- 
runs and other Interested SKencles, the 
University has estendrd the beneflts of 
this plan to more thnn 900 herd owners 
In 94 counties of the state. One of 
these, Leonard E. Davis, of Coles coun- 
ty, stopped an annual loss of 1200 on 
his farm. At this rate, the ssvlnr to 
••J" 300 farmers would amount to flSO,- 
poo n year. More formers are enroillns 
In the project every year. 

An estimated l,e&0,000 bushels of 
corn which Illinois farmers lose every 
year as a result of the ravoffea of an 
Insect known as the corn root aphlds 
can be reduced by half through the use 
of proper rotations demonstrated In 
co-operative studies between the ex- 
periment station and the llllnole Slate 
Natural History Survey. The savins 
iroes beyond the I.tfSO.OOO bushels of 
corn, tx Includes valunble seed that 
mlBht otherwise be wanted, the form- 
ers time and labor ond the use of his 
machinery, power and land. 

Approximately |7S,OO0 to flOO.OOO a 
year has been saved for orchardlsts of 
aouihern Illinois ns a result of Im- 
proved methods of spraying for Bnn 
Jose scale. Ten years aeo this pest 
wos so serious that on outbreak in 
southern Illinois destroyed more than 
300,000 bearlnnr apple trees, wiping out 
tho Invostment which erowers hsd 
made In previous years for trees, la- 
bor, spray materials, and fertiiixers 
and delaying the possibility of return 
from their land. 

At that time lime sulfur aprays 
were pracllcoliy the only commercial 
control known. Oil aproya developed 
since then cost approximately one- 
third as much as the lime sulfur 
sprays for covering the same acreage 
of orchard, are more easily applied 
and will hill from 98 to 99 per cent of 
the scale, whereas the lime sulfur 
sprays killed from 90 to 92 per cent. 
Those are only a few of tho exam- 
ples of ihe widespread benotlts from 
tho work of the University Affrlcult- 
tural Experiment Station. Scores of 
almllar Instances might be cited of 
how the research and experlmonial 
work is benentlnff both farmer and 
consumer through reducing wastes and 
losKos. Improving the quality of prod- 
ucts and developing ways of market- 
ing them more emdently and profit*

cent of the cash Income of Illinois 
fanners, which moaua almost $IS0,* 
000,000 nnnually under ordinary prlcoa 
prevailing n few years ago. On Jan- 
uary 1 of this past year there wore 
•I.O-IO.OOO hogs on Illinois farms. If 
economical methods of pork produc- 
tion aa demonstnited throughout the 
state by the extension service of the 
Collt'ge of Agricnituro. University of 
Illinois, had been used on all these 
hogs, the added return over common 
methods, at January, 1933, prices, 
would have amounted to almost lll.> 
S00,090. 

As a matter of fact, widespread 
use of the aiiprovcd methods Is now 
being made throughout the state- and 
more farmers are taking up the plan 
•very year aa a result of the nilnols 
extenalon service program In econom- 
ical pork production. At the end of 
1938 It was reported that 1,195 farmers 
in different parts of the state were en- 
deavoring to follow the methods. 

Reaulta of one of the experimenta 
showed that aoybeana can be used for 
brood aowB without Injuring thequal- 
Uy of the resulting pork. The 700,(l0« 
■owe and boars In lUlnola could hand* 
ily rat anaverage of four bushels of 
aoybeana a year. This would make a 
total of l,SOO,000 bushels, almost one- 
half cME lUlDola* 1918 crop ot 6,800,000 
bushels. .

veterans' care upon the tocal gov- 
emmenta, to oase federal In'cotno tax, 
nt the expense of home and fam 
owners who support city, county and 
state governments, taxes which must 
be paid or lose the property. 

"Think of this difference." he ad- 
vised, "If the local taxpayer doesn't 
poy his hill, he ^oaea his homo or 
farm. But tho Income tax payer is 
sitting pretty, because ho doesn't 
have to pny iinlosa ho makes plenty 
of money." 

Wealth of Data 
Mr. Armstrong's speech contained 
a wealth of accurate data Illustrating 
and backing up his case presented 
for tho Legion. Hla forceful manner 
of addrosa gave added interest to hla 
remarks. 

Extravagant expenditures ' of tho 
government In opposition to the plan 
of economy proposed In relation to 
veteran aid were cited by to. Mc- 
Qaughey who mentioned apecillc In- 
stances to back up hla statements. 
Among them he described a contract 
made by the government with Archie 
Roosevelt paying the latter |24,(W0 
a trip for carrying mail between 
HIchmond, Va,, and Hamburg. Ger- 
?nany, regardless of how many 
pounds were carried on the trip. At 
one time, Mr. McOaughey aUted, the 
trip waa made with two ounces of 
mail on board. 

In his speech he also touched on 
the subject of the NaUonal Economy 
League and its inconsistencies lu 
supporting extravagant expenditures 
of the government on the one hand 
while proposing economy measures 
in regard to other matters. 

Kapaohull Xritlclat* FIgurat ^ 
The figures of General Hines, Ad- 
minlatrator of Veterana affairs wer« 
analyzed and criticized in the speech 
made by Legionnaire Kapachuli. 
General HInea atatenwnt that veter- 
ans' aid would ooat three bUIlon a 
year by 1946, baaed i^lely on pres- 
ent lawa, waa pronounced aJbaurd by 
Air. Kapachuli. 

Using as an authority, Edward A. 
Hayea, vice chairman of the legion's 
National Rehablltatlon Committee, 
who inveatlgated the General's flg.» 
urea, aald Mr. Kapachuli, "It waa ad- 
mitted that the figure was greatly ex- 
aggerated and an error of half the 
sum, 11,500,000,000 was reported. It 
waa further found that the figures 
assumed that 660,000 veterana would 
be added to the Hat In the next 
twelve yeara. 

"It has taken fourteen yeara of In- 
tense effort for the Legion to place 
345,000 veterana on the list. How 
would it be poaalble to add nearly 
twice that number In lesa time when 
it is known that It ia harder to get 
compenaatlon for the veteran with . 
every year? 

"The publicity given out." he went 
on, "aaaumed that obtaining compen-" 
aatlon for a veteran is simply a mat- 
ter of adding hla name to the Hat, 
while anyone familiar wllh the laws 
knows It ia extremely difficult." 

Further accusations agalnat the 
National Economy League were made 
by Postmaster Tolcott In hla speech. 
Mr, Talcott also touched on the lii- 
accuracy of the figures submitted by 
General HInes on future veteran aid. 
Bartlett Speaks 
Mayor Bartlett who appeared on 
the opening ot the program briefly 
expressed hla pleasure In attending 
the gathering and commended the 
Legion on giving the bonquet. John 
Horan, past commander of the Antl- 
och post, the second loca speaker, 
gave a resume of the hlattory of the 
Legion In Antloch, touching on the 
alms and purposea of the organiza- 
tion. The theme of Mr, Koran's 
speech was "We must carry on." 

Mr. AVadman and Mr. Hunt were 
introduced and both spoke briefly 
concerning the Legion ; Lotonard 
Hook, former baseball player in this 
locality assured the audience he felt 
more at home on the baseball dia- 
mond than at the speaker's table. 

Father Flaherty responded to an 
introduction expressing his approval 
of tho Legion -and ita alms and pur- 
poses. Grace waa pronounced at the 
opening by Rev. Rex C. Slmras.

When some one says tlint the Unl- 
rerslty of Illinois will spend about 
$2,600,000 from property taxes In 
ira2-3:i, In addition to $1,000,000 from 
tho nilscolluncous rovomic of the 
state, the Ilrst reaction Is that this Is 
n lot of money. And so It Is to any 
one Individual; but. ns far ns nny one 
Individual Is concerned, a very small 
part of this amount Is paid by him. 
The University Is not like a county, 
or city project; it is a state prtJjectt 
and tlie cost of Its maintenance la 
spread over the entire state. 

Actuolly, In IKIMOas, the mainte- 
nance of the University took lens than 
scvcn'tcntlis of one cent from each 
dollar of proi>crty taxes paid In tht 
State of Illlnnls. Kor the current year 
the figure will bo approximately the 
same. With this fact, then, each proii- 
erty taxpayer can easily calculate Just 
what he Is contrlbntinf; to the maln- 
lonanco of the University. If one pays 
n toz bill of flOO, about 70 cents of It 
will find its way to the University. 

L^t'a examine further the property 
tax dollar pnld by the Illinola cItlMn. 
Since the University taken only sevon- 
tonthfl of one cent from each tax dot* 
Inr, It is of Interest to not« how mnny 
cents BO to high Mchool and public 
school purposes. Of course this will 
vary from locality lo locnliiy, but for 
tho state nn n whole, on tho basis of 
taxes levied in 1031, hiRh school levlei 
took obout 6 cents from encli prop- 
erty tax dnitiir while tho public schools 
took nbout 30 cents. On the basis of 
taxes levied in 1932. outside of Conk 
County, nbout iO cents from every 
property tax dollar will no for public 
or hiRh school education. 

It Is easy to cnncludo that an ex- 
penditure Is lnri;o when only the nb- 
I solute flRure Is considered; when the 
cost of units of product nro considered, 
however, tho mere size of the expendi- 
ture loses its siRniflcnncc. Tho aver- 
n^e annual cnsi to the State of each 
student at the University Is about |3Z5. 
In 1931 tho annual cost per inmate In 
the inanno and fuchlo-mlnded Institu- 
tions was |Z97: the cost per Inmate in 
schools for the deaf and blind was 
STOS; and the coMt per inmate In penal 
Instllutlnns of all Idnds was }355. All 
of these institutions must be support- 
ed, of course, but n commonwealth like 
Illinois cannot afford lo provide any 
less for the education of future Kcnern- 
tlans. which will furnish the icnderahip 
of the Stale and Nation, than it spends 
on penal and cliarltnble Institutions.

Chase IPr/r/is Against 
Crippling Educational 
Opportunities of Youth 

In the present hewlldered state of 
the public mind, there Is gnive danger 
that educational nnd cntlnrnl agencies 
will he so crippled that a whole gen- 
eration of young people will ho denied 
adequate educational opportunity, 
Pre.sUIont Harry Woodhurn Chase said 
recently. 

He helloves that It Is possible to do 
BO much harm In a few years thnt 
Ihc^e ngenrles will not recover from 
them In decades. 

It Is the literal truth that educa- 
tion has suffcrod nnd bids fair tn suf- 
fer nt llio hands of the public In this 
present economic situation more than 
ony other type or kind of pulillc' en- 
terprise. 

"With the large tax burdens of to- 
day there Is very real danger that In- 
discriminate efforts nt retrenchment 
under tho typo of thinking which loemB 
to be prevalent will dnmngo tha funda- 
mentol structure of our educational 
■yalem to a point whoro recovery will 
be long and dllllcult," he Bald. 

"Alreody, I think, Rravo harm haa 
been done to the morale of the teach- 
Inic profesnlon. .Many a teacher with a 
devoted record of public sorvlce, many 
men and women who have put their 
Uvea into tonchlnu and dttlved there- 
from HatlBfactlona which came not ho 
much from financial rolurna aa from 
the kiiowledKo of a loclnlly Importnnl 
Borvlco well done, have been howlt- 
derort to (Ind that auddonly thoy were 
belnic ruKanled »h tnx-eatera who 
should he Krateful for tho fact that 
they were allowed to oporato at all 



imlty poonmofltor. Ho Is authorized 
to supply siich material as Is, In his 
Judgment, necessary to . properly 
maintain life of those In need of such 
funds, and It is his option to furnish 
Bucli material as he deems necessary 
to the' poor of his town, whether at 
their homes, or nny place ho may 
desire, or ho can send tho applicants 
f^r aid to tho county poor farm.
